As constructed, the Third 
Street Highway does not meet 
the federal requirements of lim- 
ited access throughout its length. 


Depressing the four center lanes | 


will permit through-traffic to 
proceed through the area be- 
tween Washington avenue and 
Poplar street without a stop. 
There will be two surface lanes 
on each side of the depressed 


lanes for traffic that leaves the 


highway for points in the down- 
town area. In addition, there 


will be service lanes on both | 


sides of the highway to accom- 
modate local traffic. 

4 Bridges Over Lanes. 
Bridges will carry Walnut, 
Market, Chestnut: and Pine 
streets over the depressed lanes, | 
but Locust and Olive streets will 

end at the highway. 
Ableman said plans for the 
depressed through-lanes had 


been formulated about 10 years | 
ago before the Third Street High- | 


way was built. 

“We knew then that eventu- 
ally, when Third Street became 
a part of the interstate system, 
we would have to have depressed 
center lanes,’ he said. 

“However, in those days the 
ratio of state to federal funds 
was still 50 per cent each and the 
state money was not available 
to match the federal contribu- | 
tion. Since the highway was bad- | 
ly needed, we went ahead with | 
the present design in the know!- 
edge that later we would have to | 
depress the center lanes.”’ 

The proposed Poplar street | 
bridge across the Mississippi 
river has brought the matter to 
a head, Ableman explained. The 
bridge is part of the interstate 
system, with the Mark Twain 
and proposed Ozark Express- 
ways. With the new traffic ex- 
pected from the Poplar street 
bridge and completion of the 
Ozark and Mark Twain Express- 
ways, the Third Street Highway 
must be brought up to interstate 
standards, he said. 

Bridge Plans Incomplete. 

Until now, only the location of 
the bridge has been agreed on 
by highway authorities of Mis- | 
souri and Illinois and the federal 
Bureau of Public Roads. Design 
and financing are still awaiting 
approval of these bodies. 

“If we had full agreement and 
money right now, it would be a 


full year before actual construc- 


tion of the bridge could get un- 
der way,’’ Ableman said. ‘‘And 
we would not start the Third 
Street modification until a year 
after construction of the bridge 
has started because the highway 
job will not require as long as 
the bridge.”’ 

There will be direct connec- 
tions by ramp between the Pop- 
lar street bridge and the Third | 
Street Expressway, and between |

Expressway.

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SENATE PASSES KENNEDY SEEKS DRASTIC 


Considerably Modi- 
fied but Basic Goal Is

WASHINGTON, May 26—The 
‘Senate passed a $2,550,000.000 
school-aid bill last night and 
sent it to the House. The vote 
was 49 to M. 
| Voting for the bill were 41 
Democrats and eight Republi- 
cans. Against it were 22 Repub- 
licans and 12 Democrats. 
Democratic Senators Stuart 
Symington and Edward V. Long 
of Missouri and Paul Douglas of 
Illinois voted for the bill. Re- 
publican Senator Everett Dirk- 
' sen of Illinois voted no 
Vote Margin Disappointing. 
The 


margin of victory was 
‘less than sponsors of the bill 
had hoped for. However, there 


were seven pairs, accounting 
for 14 Senators taking opposing 
| positions, and three announce- 
ments for the bill. 

The measure, a considerably 
modified version of the original 
‘Administration bill, adheres to 
the basic goal of establishing a 
three-year program of federal 
grants to improve educational 
standards in public elementary 
and secondary schools. 

The legislation's future is un- 
certain in the more conservative 
House, where the issue of aid to 
parochial and other private 
schools is a complicating factor. 

The House Education and La- 
‘bor Committee approved a 
slightly different companion bill 
Wednesday, 18 to 13, over the 
solid opposition of its Republi- 
cans. The House is expected to 
take it up the week after next, 
at the earliest. 

Equalization Feature. 

The Senate version calls for 
grants to states of $850,000,000 a 
year over the three years under 
an allocation formula designed 
to equalize educational opportu- 
nities in rich and poor states. 

The allocations would be based 
on a state's school-age popula- 
tion—5 through 17—with adjust- 
| ments to provide progressively 
higher per-pupil allowances for 
states with lower  personal- 
income levels. They would range 


from $9.25 for each pupil in the 
richest state, to $27.74 in the 
poorest. 

Annual authorizations would 


range from $1,038,379 for Nevada 
(to $46,145,364 for California. 

Missouri would receive $)8.- 
486,729 in annuai grants, on the 
basis of 
age child. Illinois would receive 
$31,458,923 on the basis of $13.09. 
Arkansas would get $12,843,811 | 
(on the basis of $27.74. 

States’ Obligations. 

States would not be required 


to match. the grants but would | 


be penalized by reduced allot- 
ments if they did not maintain 
their outlays at present levels or 
if they did not keep pace with 
the national rate of imcrease in 
school expenditures. 

The Senate bill goes beyond 
Administration recommendations 
by permitting states to use the 
federal funds for general opera- 
tion ana maintenance as well as 
for construction of buildings and 
teacher salaries. The three-year

Pvsiliches Not Out of 
Reach for Race, He

WASHINGTON. May 26 (UPT) 
—Attorney General Robert F. 
Kennedy said today that preju- 
dice exists in this country, but 
he predicted a Negro could be 
elected President of the United 
States in the next 30 or 40 years 

In a Voice of America broad. 
cast beamed to more than 60 
countries, Kennedy said that the 
United States admits it has race 
troubles. He stressed, however, 
that the Federal Government is 
trying to take steps to protect 
the rights of all citizens 

He referred specifically to the 
racial strife of the last two 
weeks in Alabama which, he 
said, the whole world knows 
about because we have an open 
society and do not hide our mis- 
takes. He said that the persons 
who cause racial violence in this 
country are just a small minor- 
ity 

Kennedy's statement on. the 
possibility of a Negro President 
came near the close of his 
broadcast. He recalled that only 
50 years ago when his grand- 


father came to this country, he 
found signs in Boston that the 
Irish immigrants were not 
wanted. 


Points to Brother's Election. 

“Today,” Kennedy said, ‘‘an 
Irish Catholic is President of the 
United States. That progress has 
been made in 50 years. There is 
no question in the next 30 or 40 
years a Negro can be President 
of the United States.” 

Although Kennedy mentioned 
50 years in connection with his 
grandfather's arrival in the 
United States, a Justice Depart- 
ment transcript later changed 
this to ‘“‘many years.’’) 

The Attorney General pointed 
out in his broadcast that when 
mobs in Alabama began to at- 
tack the Freedom Riders, the 
Federal Government rushed 
United States marshals to pro- 
tect them. 

“I'm not saying these kind of 
events are ended now, because 
we will have more of them,” 
Kennedy said. 

But, he said, people through- 
out the world ‘‘should keep in 
mind some good things about 
this country.”’ 

He went on to point out that 
Negroes have made tremendous 
gains professionally and eco- 
nomically in the last 30 years. 

‘Prejudice exists in all areas 
of the world,”’ he said. ‘‘It will

In a message transmitting his 
proposed bill to Congress, Mr 
Kennedy warned that ‘‘real 
progress in economic develop- 
ment cannot be achieved by an- 
nual, short-term dispensations 
of aid and uncertainty as to fu- 
_ ture intentions’ and said, ‘‘au- 
thority to make firm long-+term 
commitments is of paramount 
importance.”’ 

Opposition Expected. 

The President's program is ex. 
pected to meet serious Opposition 
in Congress. Senator J. William 
Fulbright (Dem.), of Arkansas, 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, said the 
foreign assistance program al- 
ways encounters rough going in 
Congress. He warned, “lt may 
encounter even greater difficul- 
ties this year.”’

The total authorization re

1,000 for economic and techni- 
cal assistance, an increase of 
$528,.000.000 over the current 
year’s appropriation, and $1,885.- 
000,000 for military aid, a rise 
of $85,000,000 from the current 
level. 

In addition to these sums, Mr. 
Kennedy asked for authority to 
draw on unobligated balances 
carried forward from previous 
years and on repayments re- 
ceived by the United States from 
the Marshall Plan and other 
earlier foreign loan programs. 
These amount to about $330,000, - 
000 and would bring the total of 
the program envisioned by. the 
President to $4,806,000,000. 

Details of Requests. 

Principal items making up the 
total of the President's requests 
included: 

1. $1,690,000,000 for technica! 
and economic assistance around 
the world. This would include 
$500,000,000 for a presidential!

X-15 breaks world speed record for manned aircraft;

MANNED aircraft has flown to a new speed 
yi \ record.

National Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion in a joint program for NASA, the U. S. 
Air Force and U. S. Navy. 


To the edge of space | 
The other design requirements of the X-15. 
made even the most experienced engineers 
regard their task with some dismay. 
1. The X-15 had to soar to the edge of space 
and return. 


_ 2, The X-15 had tobe controllable at all times. 


3. The X°15 had to have an enormously 
powerful engine—500,000 horsepower. That's 


more than three times the power generated 
by all the engines on the Queen Mary. 

To meet these exacting specifications, huge 
wind tunnels tested the metal skin of the 


X-15 at hypersonic speeds. 
Whirling pilots 


Research pilots were strapped into compart- 
ments that spin round and round in endless 
circles—at speeds that simulate the monstrous 
pressures and strains of supersonic flight. 

During a spin, the pilot's blood may “pile 
up” on one side of his body. He may discover 
that swallowing is almost impossible. He may 
“black out.” 

Painful sensations, every one. But the 
rocket pilot must know how to survive them. 


The man has to be as tough as his equip- 
ment. And his equipment has to be almost 
indestructible.

Large-scale 
unemployment during a reces- 
sion is bad enough—large-scale 
unemployment during recovery 
is intolerable to a free economy. 
It is a major social evil; it is a 
source of national weakness. It 
will persist even as the nation’s 
output surpasses previous 
achievements, as I believe will 
be seen in the coming months. 

The Government must consider 
additional long-range measures 
to curb this unemployment and 
increase our economic growth, if 
we are to sustain our full role as 
world leaders. Measures to aid 
the unemployed, and to employ 
our jobless youth usefully, will be 
submitted shortly. I would stress 
one measure in particular today 
—a measure of special 
ance in meeting the occupational 


demands of new American leader- 


ship in space, aid trade and de- 
ense. 


Retraining Program. 


I am transmitting to the Con- 
gress a new manpower develop- 
ment and training program, to 
train or retrain several hundred 
thousand workers in new occupa- 
tional skills over a four-year 
period, in order to replace those 
skills made obsolete by auto- 
mation and ‘industrial change 
with the new skills which new 
processes demand. Supplement- 
ing current public and private 
training and education programs, 
such a measure, including sub- 
sistence and relocation allow- 
ances for the long-term’ unem- 
ployed, is a positive answer to 
the challenge of technology, 

In addition, full recovery and 
economic growth require sustain- 
ed increases in investment: And 
these in turn depend on favorable 
monetray and credit conditions 
as well as the enactment of the 
investment tax credit incentive 
plan which I earlier submitted to 
the Congress. ; 

The lending capacity of the 
Small Business Administration 
should be increased; and federal 
action can help reduce the cost 
of the home-buyer’s mortgage.

We must main- 
tain this progress—and this will 
require the co-operation and 
self-restraint of everyone. 

Wage, Price Restraint. 

As recovery progresses, there 
will be temptations to seek un- 
justified price and wage in- 
creases. These we cannot afford. 
They would only handicap our ef- 
forts to compete abroad and to 
achieve full recovery here at 
home. Labor and management 
must—and I am confident that 
they will — pursue responsible 
wage and price policies in these 
critical times. I look to the Presi- 
dent’s advisory committee on 
labor-management policy to give 
a strong lead in this direction. 

Moreover, if the budget deficit 
now increased by the needs of 
our security is to be held within 
manageable proportions—if we 
are to preserve our fiscal integ- 
rity and world confidence in the 
dollar—it will be necessary to 
hold tightly to prudent fiscal 
standards; and I must request 
the co-operation of the Congress 
in this regard—to refrain from 
adding funds or programs, de- 
sirable as they may be, to the 
budget—to end the postal deficit 
through increased rates (a defi- 
cit, incidentally, which exceeds 
the fiscal year 1962 cost of all 
the space and defense measure 
I am submitting today)—to pro- 
vide full pay-as-you-build high- 
way financing—and to close those 
tax loopholes earlier specified. 
Our security and progress can- 
not be cheaply purchased; and 
their price must be found in 
what we all forego as well as 
what we all must pay. 

III. ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
PROGRESS ABROAD 

I stress the strength of our 
economy because it is essential 
to our strength as a nation. And 
what is true in our case is true 
of other countries. Their strength 
in the struggle for freedom de- 
pends on the strength of their 
economic and social progress. 
Their ability to resist imperial- 
ism from without and subversion 
from within depends in large 
measure upon their capacity for 
orderly political and economic 
growth. 

This is particularly true in 
those less-developed countries 
that have become the great 
arena of struggle. And that is 
why our response to their danger 
must be essentially constructive. 
| We want to generate hope in 
those countries. We want to help 
them modernize their societies, 
broaden human opportunity and 
stand as equal partners in the 
community of free nations. We 
would be badly mistaken to con- 
sider their problems in military 
terms alone. 

For no amount of arms and 
armies can help stabilize those 
governments which are unable 
or unwilling to achieve social 
reform and economic develop- 
ment. Military pacts cannot 
help nations whose social in- 
justice and economic chaos in- 
vite insurgency and penetra- 
tion and subversion. The most 

skillful counter-guerrilla ef- 
forts available cannot succeed 
where the local population is 
too caught up in its own misery 
to be concerned about the ad- 
vance of Communism. 

On the other hand, no amount 

of subsersive activity can cor- 
| Tupt a nation working with con- 
| fidence for a better society, un- 
der leadership it trusts, and with 
increasing participation by all in 
| the benefits of new development. 
| This is our concept. We stand 
| ready now to provide generously 
of our skills, our capital, and 
our food to assist the people of 
the less-developed nations to 
reach their goals—and to help 


them before they are engulfed in 
crisis. 


This is also our great oppor- 
tunity. If we grasp it, then sub- 
version to prevent its success is 
exposed as an unjustifiable at- 
tempt to keep these nations from 
being either free or equal. But 
if we do not pursue it, and if 
they do not pursue it, the bank- 
ruptcy of unstable governments 
and unfulfilled hopes will surely 
lead to a series of totalitarian re- 
ceiverships. 


Earlier in the year, 1 outlined 
to the Congress a new program 
for aiding emerging nations: and 
it is my intention to transmit 
shortly draft legislation to im- 
plement this program, to estab- 
lish a new Act for International 
Development, and to add to the 
figures previously requested, in 
view of the swift pace of critical 
events, an additional $250,000,000 
for a presidential contingency 
fund, to be used only upon a 
presidential determination in

Other less-developed na- 
tions are recognizing the need 
for greater effort and reform on 
their own behalf — and other 
NATO allies are indicating their 
willingness to help make this 
decade of progress a_ turning- 
point. There is much to be done 
—but we are not alone. 


IV. 
All that I have said makes it

V. OUR PARTNERSHIP FOR 
SELF-DEFENSE. 

But while we talk of sharing 
and building and the competi- 
tion of ideas, others talk of arms 
and threaten war. So we have 
learned to keep our defenses 
strong—and to co-operate with 
others in a partnership of self- 
defense. The events of recent 
weeks have caused us to look 
anew at these efforts, 

1. The center of freedom’s de- 
fense is our network of world al- 
liances, extending from NATO, 
approved by a Democratic Pres- 
ident and a Republican Congress, 
to SEATO, approved by a Re- 
publican President and a Demo- 
cratic Congress. These alliances 
were constructed in the 1940s 
and 1950s—it is our task in the 
60s to strengthen them. 

To meet the changing condi- 
tions of power, we have indorsed 
an increased emphasis on NATO

nership for self-defense is the 
Military Assistance Program. 
The defense of freedom must 
rest upon effective combining of 
the efforts of local forces with 
our own plans and assistance. In 
areas directly threatened by 
overt invasion, local forces must 
have the capacity to hold back 
an aggressor until help can be 
provided.

In an earlier message, I re- 


| quested $1,600,000,000 for mili- 


| tary assistance, stating that this 


would maintain existing force 
levels, but that I could not fore- 
see how much more might prove 
to be required. It is now clear 
that this is not enough—that 
many countries need increased 
mobility, modernization and 
para-military equipment — and 
that others must increase their 
capability to work effectively 
with outside forces dispatched to 
help them in an emergency. 

The present crisis in southern 
Asia, on which the Vice Presi- 
dent has made a valuable report 
—the rising threat of Commu- 
nism in Latin America—the in- 
creasing arms traffic in Africa— 
and all the new pressures on 
every nation found on the MAP 
by tracing your finger along the 
borders of the Communist bloc 
in. Asia and the Middle East— 
all make clear the dimension in 
our needs 


I therefore request the Con- 
gress to provide a total of 
$1,885,000,000 for military as- 
sistance in the coming fiscal 
year — an amount less than 
that requested a year ago— 
but a minimum which must be 
assured if we are to help those 
nations make securet heir inde- 
pendence. This must be pru- 
dently and wisely spent—and 
that will be' our common en- 
deavor. 

But let me say again that 
military and economic assist- 
ance has been a heavy burden 
on our citizens for a long time; 
but that this battle, far from 
over, is reaching its most cru- 
cial stage. We cannot merely 
state our opposition to totali- 
tarianism without paying the 
price of helping those now 
under the greatest pressures. 
VI. OUR OWN MILITARY AND 

INTELLIGENCE SHIELD 

In line with these develop- 
ments, I have directed a further 
reinforcement of our own capac- 
ity to deter or resist non-nuclear 
aggression. Our nuclear strength 
and our deterrent capacity are 
adequately safeguarded by what 
I have requested in an earlier 
message; and if their strength 
and invulnerability are main- 
tained, and if the Western alli- 
ance remains resolute and united, 
there will be no general nuclear 
attack. Even in the conventional 
field, with one exception, I find 
no present need for large new 
levies of men. 

What is needed is rather a 
change of position to give us 
still further increases in our 
flexibility, our adaptability, 
and our readiness. 

Therefore: 


take a complete reorganization 


divisional structure, to increase 
its non-nuclear firepower, to 
improve its tactical mobility in 
any environment, to insure its 
flexibility to meet any direct or 
indirect threat, to facilitate its 
co-ordination with our major 
allies, and to provide modern 
mechanized divisions in Europe 
and new airborne brigades. in 
both the Pacific and Europe. 

2. Second, I am asking the 
Congress for an additional $100,- 
000,000 to begin the procurement 
task necessary to re-equip this 


new army structure with the 
most modern material. New heli- 
copters, new armored personnel 
carriers, and new howitzers, for 
example, must be obtained now. 
These funds will be added to 
those already requested or re- 
programmed from other sources. 

3. Third, I am directing the 
Secretary of Defense to expand 
rapidly and substantially the 
orientation of existing forces for 
the conduct of non-nuclear war, 
para-military operations and sub- 
limited or unconventional wars. | 

He asures me that, by repro- 
gramming existing funds as per- 
mitted by law, over $100,000,000

4. Fourth, the Army is devel- 
oping plans to make possible a 
much more rapid deployment of 
a major portion of its highly | 
trained reserve forces. When 
these plans are completed and 
the reserve is strengthened, two 
combat-equipped divisions, plus 
their supporting forces, a total 
of 89,000 men, could be ready 
in an emergency for operations 
with but three weeks notice— 
two more divisions with but five 
weeks notice—and six additional 
divisions and their supporting 
forces, making a total of 10 
divisions, could be deployable 
with less than eight weeks no- 
tice. In short, these new plans 
will allow us to almost double 
the combat power of the Army 
in less than two months, com- 
pared to the nearly nine months 
heretofore required. 

5. Fifth, to enhance the al- 
ready formidable ability of the 
Marine Corps to respond to 
limited war emergencies, | am 
asking the Congress for $60,- 
000,000 to increase Marine Corps 


strength to 190,000 men. This will | 
increase the initial impact and | 
staying power to our three Ma- | 


rine divisions and three air 
wings, and provide a trained 
nucleus for further immediate 
expansion, if necessary for self- 
defense. 


6. Finally, to cite one other 
area of activities that are both | 
legitimate and necessary as a) 


means of self-defense in an age 
of hidden perils, our whole in- 
telligence effort must. be re- 
viewed, and its co-ordination 
with other elements of policy 
assured. This is not a matter on 
which public discussion is use- 
ful, nor are current studies com- 
pleted.

Threat in Korea 


For years I condemned the Rhee 
regime in Korea for its despotism 
and more recently criticized the 
Chang Myun government for its lack 
of dynamism in domestic reform 
and its patching up of Rhee’s policy 
on national reunification. 

Now I feel obliged to point out 
to Korea and America that the re- 
cent military coup d'etat is a threat 
to their security. 

The Military Revolutionary Com- 
mittee in South Korea is following 
Rhee’s pattern. Despite its high- 
sounding promises to the United 
States Government and to the Ko- 
rean people, the regime seems to 
be destroying every vestige of dem- 
ocratic freedom won by the blood 
of Koreans and their allies. 


These men have boldly dissolved 
the legally elected National Assem- 
bly and local legislatures, banned 
political parties and social organi- 
zations, and held President Yun Po 
Sun hostage to save diplomatic rec- 
ognition. 

The junta can brand as ‘‘Com- 
munists” any democrats they hap- 
pen to dislike, although they might 
well be just as patriotic as those 
who seized power. The committee 
has decreed a blanket censorship 
edict, and Korean newspapers have 
been ordered not to leave blank 
spaces for items which have been 
censored, presumably to pull the 
wool over the people’s eyes. The 
Japanese Government-General in 
Korea enforced precisely such rules 
in its latter days, but this junta is 
acting even faster. 


If this tyranny continues it will 
ferment a fratricidal war in South 
Korea and blood might well flow 
like the Han river. Any regime 
which distrusts its own people so 
completely cannot possibly fight 
Communism but will eventually de- 
stroy itself and its friends. 


American support of Rhee did not 
gain good will in Korea or enhance 
its prestige in the world but only 
brought it embarrassment and dis- 
grace. Can the United States af- 
ford to support another tyranny? 
The whole world knows this Ko- 
rean army cannot survive without 
American support. Does the United 
States believe in fighting Commu- 
nism by destroying democracy and 
freedom?

For Mr. K’s Attention 


Undoubtedly President Kennedy had sev- 
eral objectives in going before Congress 
Thursday to deliver his extraordinary mes- 
sage in person. One of them, perhaps the 
most important, was to make clear, on the 
eve of his meetings with Gen. De Gaulle and 
Premier Khrushchev, what the United States 
under his leadership stands for. 

As the President emphasized by calling 
upon Congress for new effort and expendi- 
ture in many fields, from foreign aid to space, 
he intends to identify America with the revo- 
lution now sweeping the underdeveloped peo- 
ples; he intends to strengthen our own se- 
curity and make more effective our aid to 
free peoples; he intends to improve our mili- 
tary posture, expand our exploration of space; 
and yet at the same time he intends to work 
seriously for disarmament, to.seek an accom- 
modation of conflicts where possible, to exer- 
cise a “nearly inexhaustible” patience at the 
bargaining table. 

These are splendid goals to set before the 
country and the world, all the more so since 
the President took care to remark that he 
was not presenting a new military doctrine 
bearing any one name, but advocating a 
strengthened role for the United States as 
“the leader in freedom’s cause.” 

. « . 


In proposing how this role should be ful- 
filled, Mr. Kennedy goes far beyond the nega- 
tive idea of military containment. His em- 
phasis is all on social, economic and political 
development. For, as he said: “No amount 
of arms and armies can help stabilize those 
governments which are unable or unwilling to 
achieve social reform and economic develop- 
ment. Military pacts cannot help nations whose 
social injustice and economic chaos invite in- 
surgency and penetration and subversion.” 

Here is a new and inspiring approach to 
the problem of helping the new nations pre- 
serve their freedom of choice while pressing 
forward with social and economic progress. 
Congress, in considering the President’s re- 
quests for more foreign aid, should bear ‘n 
mind that he is asking, essentially, for a fresh 
program, founded solidly on identifying Amer- 
ica with social progress, rather than merely 
continuing an outworn defense of the status 
quo. It is, moreover, a program which takes 
a realistic attitude toward our capabilities. 
The President said: 


Experience has taught us that no one nation 
has the power or the wisdom to solve all the 
pee of the world or manage all its revo- 
utionary tides—that extending our commit- 
ments does not always increase our security— 
that any initiative carries with it the risk of 
temporary defeat—that nuclear weapons cannot 
ee subversion—that no free peoples can be 
ept free without will and ene their own— 
and that no two nations or situations are ex- 
actly alike. 


On that solid basis, Congress and the coun- 
try can and should give the President full sup- 
port for a redoubled national effort. The 
world struggle is not over; in many ways it is 
just reaching its critical stage. 

. * . 


Nor can the renewed dedication that is re- 
quired of us be confined to foreign aid. We 
need the same spirit and energy in taking 
those common actions needed to assure ca- 
pacity operation of the national economy, to 
reorganize and strengthen our defenses, to 
push forward in the conquest of space. Many 
Americans, no doubt, would feel more en- 
thusiastic about a man-on-the-moon project if 
Mr. Kennedy were proposing that this coun- 
try join with the scientists of all nations in 
conquering space internationally, in the name 
of mankind. But the Soviets have spurned 
offers of such co-operation and we have our 
own obligations to fulfill. Meanwhile much 
more than a national race is involved: “We 
go into space because whatever mankind must 
undertake, free man must fully share.” 

Mr. Kennedy tried to cover too much ground 
in this address, and we would have liked it 
better had he devoted more than 250 words 
out of 5500 to disarmament—which remains, 
when all is said and done, the single most im- 
portant responsibility before all the big pow- 
ers. What he did say on this subject, how- 
ever, was heartening; and his determination 
to strengthen and enlarge the Disarmament 
Administration can be taken as an earnest of 
his resolution “to keep disarmament high on 
our agenda.” 

Meanwhile, the President has set a fresh 
keynote for the political-economic competi- 
tion with the Soviet Union which will go on 
for many years whatever may be done about 
disarmament. He proposes that the United 
States, which has more reason to be satisfied 
with the status quo than any other nation, 
shall become the champion and ‘partner of 
peoples everywhere who are determined to 
overturn the status quo. It is a breath-taking 
aim for a fat and contented country. By 
striving for it, we may find ourselves less 
fat and contented than has been supposed. 


Trouble Brews in Iran 


If a revolt occurs in Iran it will not take 
the world unaware, as happened in neighbor- 
ing Iraq and more recently in South Korea. 
Premier Khrushchev of the Soviet Union, 
which has an 800-mile border with Iran, told 
Walter Lippmann several weeks ago that 
while Iran has a very weak Communist party 
a revolution is being produced by the misery 
of the masses and the corruption of the gov- 
ernment. Khrushchev believes, in Mr. Lipp- 
mann’s view, that this is an inevitable histori- 
cal process; it is not necessary for Russia to 
take it in hand. 


Khrushchev will not admit that this histori- , 


cal course can be diverted by the West through 
the championship of liberal democratic re- 
forms. This is an opinion the West cannot 
accept. But whether he or the West will be 
proved right in Iran remains to be seen. 

Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi, an enlight- 
ened ruler, is doing what he can. The country 
is on the verge of bankruptcy and earlier this 
month school teachers struck for higher pay; 
one was killed and three were wounded in 
clashes with police. This brought on the resig- 
nation of Premier Sharif-Emami. The Shah 
thereupon dissolved parliament and named Dr. 
Ali Amini, head of the opposition party as 
Premier. The new Premier is considered the 
Shah’s last hope; he has a program to reduce 
living costs, punish grafters, restrict big land- 
owners, expand agriculture, support local in- 
dustry, improve education and encourage ex- 
ports and restrict imports. 


This is the same program his predecessors . 


tried unsuccessfully to carry out. It is a good 
program and Amini has a better chance to 
implement it because of the, dissolution of 
parliament. But the Shah, despite heroic ef- 
forts, has had no backing from the feudal rul- 


ing class. Despite oil revenues and United 
States help, Iran’s external debt has increased 
50-fold in the last six years; inflation is rife. 

There does not seem to be much more out- 
siders can do. If Iran goes under, the cause 
will be the selfishness of the wealthy, not 
Communist subversion. 


Greetings to Do-Gooders 


Missouri can congratulate the women who, 
as private citizens or members of garden 
clubs, appealed personally to the Legislature 
to revive the billboard control bill. The House 
voted 87 to 51 against a move by Representa- 
tive Baker of Stoddard county to suspend the 
rules and take up the matter. Nevertheless, 
this was the first time the Legislature had 
heard directly from the public about bill- 
boards; it probably will not be the last. 

Certainly the measure would have been 
left where it was, a committee victim of the 
billboard lobbyists, had not these women 
exercised their right of petition. And it is 
unusual for so many legislators to vote 
courageously for suspending the rules. House 
leaders argued that the rules were essential 
to the democratic process. The fact is that 
the rules permit their suspension, but mem- 
bers prefer to let committees kill bills quietly 
so they will not have to vote openly on con- 
troversial issues. 

Representative Chinn of Shelby county 
called the visitors in the galleries ‘“Do-Good- 
ers.” This was no doubt meant as criticism 
but under the circumstances was a label of 
merit; at least Miss Chinn does not apply the 
term to lobbyists who do badly. And her 
suspicion that Missouri newspapers were try- 
ing “to grab off all the advertising” is un- 
founded. Newspaper and billboard adver- 
tising are not generally competitive and one 
would gain little from “killing off,” as Miss 
Chinn puts it, the other. 

In any case, the issue is not killing off bill- 
boards but regulating them, and then only on 
the new interstate highways. The public pays 
for these new roads, It creates the oppor- 
tunity for advertising along them and has a 
substantial interest in controlling the use of 
that privilege. 

Hence Congress offered the states bonuses 
for adhering to federal billboard standards. 
Missouri is losing perhaps $2,000,000 because 
of the House action. 

Congress may yet accept President Ken- 
nedy’s suggestion to increase the bonus to 
encourage further state activity. Bills to ez- 
tend the deadline of the bonus offer beyond 
July 1 are pending. So Missouri’s Legislature 
may have another opportunity in the next 
session to gain federal funds for protecting 
the beauty of its hills and fields. If so, those 
Do-Gooders who showed that Missourians are 
interested in broader vistas did a great deal 
of good. 


Bird Notes and the Phone 


Our British cousins, supposedly more con- 
servative than Americans, are tinkering with 
the novel idea of replacing the staid ring of 
the telephone with “a pleasant birdlike 
whistle.” It sounds like a jolly good thing— 
one that might well be exported. Many 
birds have calls which should be acceptable 
as summonses to the telephone. Just 
to name a few possibilities: The cardinal’s 
“what cheer,” the meadow lark’s clear high- 
pitched whistle, the towhee’s “che-wink,” the 
Carolina wren’s tea-kettle song, the red- 
winged blackbird’s “conk-kar-ree” and even 
the screech owl’s plaintive tremolo. With the 
exception of bird store proprietors, who could 
object to substituting something in the sweet 
and soft line for the harsh, demanding notes 
of today’s telephone? 


Time to Cool Off 

Freedom Riders would be well advised to 
heed Attorney General Robert Kennedy’s ap- 
peal for a cooling-off period in the South. His 
proposal should serve the best interest of the 
integration movement. 

Negro leaders insist that only by open ex- 
ercise of their federal rights can they make 
any breach in the Southern wall of segrega- 
tion. That is true, but the Attorney General 
urges caution, not surrender. He asks only 
for a delay in further challenging bus rides. 
And at this point the demonstrators owe him 

‘considerable confidence because of his 
performance. 

First, Mr. Kennedy induced Southern state 
and local authorities to maintain order where 
they had seemed reluctant to do so. He ac- 
complished that much without federal troops, 
but by a less obtrusive and more effective use 
of federal marshals. The next step is to as- 
sure that the Federal Constitution and law 
prevail over segregationist laws and customs 
in such places as Birmingham, Montgomery 
and Jackson. 

The local arrests of Freedom Riders and 
federal arrests of rioters already provide 
the goundwork for the courts to uphold the 
law of the land. That is what the Freedom 
Riders want. Further strife would only com- 
plicate the necessary legal tests and work of 
the Justice Department. Recognizing this, 
Attorney General Kennedy provides sound 
advice in support of justice. A cooling-off 
period is not a strategic retreat, and wise tac- 
ticians will not confuse the two. 


The Mayor Lends a Hand 

It is good that Mayor Tucker has assumed 
leadership of the effort to develop a city-wide 
pedestrian safety campaign. As an ex-officio 
member of the Police Board and as head of 
the municipal government, the Mayor is the 
one public official with sufficient authority 
and stature to be able to do an effective job. 

To begin with, Mr. Tucker has invited rep- 
resentatives of the various groups and agen- 
cies concerned with pedestrian safety to a 
meeting on Monday. The aim is to develop 
and set in motion a co-ordinated campaign of 
education and enforcement. City Traffic Com- 
missioner Ellis Henry has been assigned to 
co-ordinate the program through his office. 

St. Louis has a first-rate pedestrian-safety 
ordinance on the books, and police have begun 
a drive to enforce it. The rule requires mo- 
torists to stop while pedestrians are in cross- 
walks and it outlaws jay-walking. But since 
police can’t be everywhere at once, motorists 
and pedestrians alike are going to have to be 
persuaded of the need to observe the law. 


The fact that 63 pedestrians were killed and . 


1565 injured last year is shocking evidence 
of the need. The added fact that nearly 
three-fourths of these accidents would not 
have happened if the law had been obeyed 
surely makes the case for strict enforcement

Disaster in China’s Communes 
Nature Is Blamed for Farm Failures, When Real Culprit Is Rigid Communist Theory

It is no longer simply the hypothesis 
of China “experts” that, during the 
first Mao Tse-tung decade, China has 
been steadily approaching a general 
economic impasse through neglect of 
agriculture. China’s present severe 
agricultural crisis is now, and none 
too soon, admitted by the Communists 
themselves. 

Recent agricultural difficulties are 
demonstrated by the government’s 
failure to reach its 
1960 goal in farm 
produce; by Pei- 
ping’s inability last 
year to meet its 
annual debt to 
Moscow, paid 
largely in agricul- 
tural commodities; 
by Communist China’s first large-scale 
purchase of grain from abroad—Aus- 
tralia and Canada; by relaxation of 
generally stringent restrictions on 
overseas Chinese shipments of food 
parcels into China; and very possibly 
by the recent Sino-Soviet trade agree- 
ment’s omission, at least publicly, of 
customary Chinese exports of meat

and grain to the Communist bloc. 


Inside China itself discontent, not 
just with customary low rations but 


‘with food shortages, has burst forth 


spasmodically during the past few 
months in the very rare form of overt 
complaints. Anti-government posters 
have appeared, for instance, in the 
key industrial city of Shanghai. Cer- 
tain rural communities have forcibly 
objected to “lending” their precious 
grain surplus to deficit or famine 
areas. Continuing numerous refugees 
from Kwangtung report. that cadres

Powell was supervisor of educa- 
tion at City Art Museum, she 
made a personal project of 
keeping selections from the muv- 
seum's excellent print collection 
before the public, and of adding 
to them. 

The current print show, “Salute 
to Mary Powell,” pays tribute 
to her activity in this often sub- 
ordinated field of art.

Jack Nicklaus, 21-year-old 
Ohio. State golfer, tells Bill 
Snypp,. the school’s ‘athletic 
publicity director, “‘there are 
several collegiate golf tourna- 
ments that are as tough as the 
National Amateur.”

obert Tharpe, president of the 
Mortgage Bankers Association of 
America, said this in an address 
before members of the M.B.A. 
holding their annual Eastern 
Mortgage Conference in the 
Queen Elizabeth Hotel here. 


“Basically, our coming prob- 
lems are similar,”’ Tharpe said. 
**They involve finding the means 
to provide employment for a 
rapidly increasing labor force 
and to provide shelter for a ris- 
ing number of familiies. Fortu- 
nately the statistical signals have 
heen sufficiently in ad- 
vance to give us due notice of 
what is coming and time to pre- 
pare. But the time of prepara- 
tion is now short. 

“Our problem in the United 
Btates is growth. Leaving aside 
all the troubled questions of our 
growth in comparison to that of 
the Soviet Union, it is plain that 
unless we are to have a rate of 
economic growth in excess of the 
rate of population growth, we 
cannot continue to improve our 
standard of living. When we con- 
sider that the United States labor 
force in 1970 is likely to be 
87,000,000 as against 73,600,000 in 
1960 and that every new job is 
estimated to require $16,000 of 


new capital investment, let alone, 


the additional funds required to 
finance the 15,000,000 new dwell- 
ings expected ‘to be built during 
the decade, the magnitude of the 
problem is apparent. The total 
for the decade has been esti- 
mated at upward of 600 billita 
dollars. 

“How do we get this enormous 
volume of investments? I do not 
pose as a monetary authority, 
but common sense tells me that 
the terms ‘investment,’ ‘capital,’ 
and ‘saving’ are all inherently 
related, and all essential to solid 
growth. Capital is the fruit, in- 
vestment the process, and sav- 
ings the source. In short, we 
can make the investment if we 
have the savings.” 

Savings, then, is the seed for 
the growth which both Canada 
and the United States can ex- 
pect, but, as far as the United 
States is concerned, the job of 
promoting it doesn’t seem to be 
going too well. 

“Last year we increased the 
tax load on life insurance com- 
panies, one of our most fruitful 
inducers of savings and most 
potent sources of funds for 
capital goods, for income-pro- 
ducing property, and for home 
mortgages. 

“This year there is the pos- 
sibility of raising the tax load 
on our mutual savings banks 
and savings associations on 
which our home mortgage mar- 
ket places major dependence. 

“Last year we modified our 
corporate tax policy so as to 
encourage the development of 
real estate investment trusts— 
a new means for drawing sav- 
ings into mortgages and into 
equities in apartments, shops, 
and office buildings. This year 
we face the possibility of regu- 
lations that will much reduce 
the effectiveness of this growth 
potential. 

“Our government is pondering 
the need to offer industry tax 
incentives to encourage new 
capital investment. At the same 
time it contemplates the remov-

“In some European countries 
the income of savings institu- 
tions is frequently exempt from 
taxation. Tax deductions are 
widely and generously offered 
on savings and income from 
saving. In some countries, life 
insurance premiums are, in 
whole or part, deductible items 
of income for tax purposes. In 
some cases, subject to certain 
limitations, income from securi- 
ties is granted tax relief. 


“IT am not recommending the 
adoption of all or any of these 
tax concessions. A great deal 
of study would have to be given 
to the subject before any spe- 
cific plan could be seriously 
considered. I have mentioned 
them merely to point out that 
other countries recognize the im- 
portance of encouraging savings 
and act accordingly, while we do 
not. In fact, we seem willing to 
put new obstacles in the way of 
savings.

the home mortgage market.” 


“Knapp urged the NAHB lead- 
ers to bear in mind that any 
changes in the tax status of sav- 
ings and loan associations se- 
cured by the commercial bank 
groups will also mean a change 
in the tax formula for another 
important home financing group 
—the mutual savings banks. 


Urges Builders Act. 

“Last year, savings and loan 
institutions provided nearly 42 
per cent of all the home mort- 
gage money in the country, and 
the mutual savings banks pro- 
vided another six per cent,"’ he 
continued. ‘‘Tinkering with the 
tax status of our two types of 
institutions thus means tinkering 
with roughly one-half of the sup- 
ply of mortgage credit in the 
United States. 

“Quite obviously, this is a mat- 
ter of great importance to home 
huilders everywhere, and we 
hope that when and if a harmful 
tax proposal reaches the hear- 
ing stage, that your officers will 
see fit to express their views on 
it, and that many of your mem- 
hers back home will express 
their views to their congressional 
representatives.”

A Disturbing Picture. 


WHILE “THE YOUNG SAVAGES,” now showing at 
LOEW’S STATE, is a story about teen-age hoodlums, it isn’t 
just another one. As a matter of fact it’s a rather disturbing 
picture. For one thing, its presentation of gang warfare and 

killings among juvenile gangs on New York 
streets carries an air of authenticity which 
is pretty frightening. 

For another, during the course of its 
telling it reveals much about the psychology 
of the average teen-age hoodlum and his 
attitude, not only toward the law, but toward 
society in general. What it reveals about 

these teen-age terrors who play for keeps, and the apparent 
inability of the law to cope with them, is something to think 
about. 

It is further disturbing because one begins to wonder, 
while watching it, if such pictures do not, to some extent, 
encourage the very things they would seem to deplore. It's 
true the writers indulge in some hand-wringing and argue 
again the old question of who is to blame, the boy or society. 
But in the meantime it is painting a picture of gang life and 
warfare which could prove pretty exciting and perhaps inviting 
to the immature mind. 

The tone of the picture is set with the opening sequence 
in which three members of a gang march through the streets 
from their “turf” in the Italian section to the enemy camp, 
the Puerto Rican section, grab a blind Puerto Rican boy and 
stab him to death. 

Burt Lancaster is the assistant prosecuting attorney 4as- 
signed to the job of prosecuting them. Lancaster himself 
came from the Italian section, and the mother of one of the 
boys is his old sweetheart. It is through his investigation of 
the case that the story of the teen-age gangs and how they 
think and operate is brought out and put together, piece by 
piece. 

Lancaster gives a strong performance in a somewhat rou- 
tine role. Dina Merrill is excellent as his socialite wife who 
graduated from Vassar with a degree in sociology and who 
believes there is no such thing as a bad boy. Shelley Winters, 
as Lancaster’s girlhood sweetheart and mother of one of the 
killers, is just Shelley Winters. The acting honors go to the 
three who portray the hoodlum killers, Stanley Kristien, John 
Chandler and Neil Nephew; and to Luis Arroyo as head of 
the Puerto Rican gang. Having had no first-hand experience 
with teen-age killers, I don’t know if their characterizations 
were overdrawn, But I would hate to meet any one of them 
in a dark alley. 


Thin Slice of Life. 


“SATURDAY NIGHT AND SUNDAY MORNING” at the 
PAGEANT, is the sort of picture which is usually referred to, 
I believe, as “‘a slice of life’ and in one or two episodes this 
picture slices it pretty thin. We won’t go into it only to say 

that as far as these episodes are concerned 
the Legion of Decency seems to be justified 
in its attitude. 

It’s too bad, too, because otherwise it’s a 
rather remarkable picture which examines, 
somewhat microscopically, the life and time 
of a rebellious young man in the English 
lower classes, Even the scenes in question 

will be debated by exponents of so-called artistic integrity, 
but in telling the story of how a lusty young man spends his 
nights, it would seem to be a question, after the camera has 
hung around just so long, of being able to take some things 
for granted. 

Arthur is not an “angry young man” in the ordinary 
sense, although he is in rebellion against a lot of things. He 
works all week at a lathe in a machine shop, only to get 
enough money to forget it over the weekend. His slogan: ‘‘All 
I want is a good time—the rest is propaganda.” On his week- 
ends he lives louder, harder and faster than anyone. 

Consequently his weekends are a sort of blind seeking 
after fun within his limited sphere, which usually means get- 
ting tanked up every Saturday at the various pubs on beer 
and ale, and chasing the girls. 

This is merely escape, not only from the monotony of 
his job, but from the alley slum where he lives with his aging 
parents, against whom he is also in rebellion, not so much 
because they are parents but because they are symbols of all 
the dullness, poverty and stodginess he despises. 

He has an affair with a married woman and gets her in 
trouble. He is beaten half to death by two soldiers, he drinks 
and carouses and throws rocks at the world. He makes a play 
for a girl named Doreen and then, almost before he realizes 
what has happened to him, they are engaged. And although 
Arthur keeps shaking his fist at life it’s a hollow gesture and 
you know that the days of his youth and raging and dreams 
are really over and he can see his own future in his parents 
and the people around him. 

The cast is exceptional, even though the players speak in a 
cockney accent as thick as a London fog and are therefore 
sometimes hard to follow. The names won’t mean much to 
you but Arthur Finney is excellent as a good-looking, ir- 
responsible but likeable Arthur, as are Shirley Field and 
Rachel Roberts as the women of his life.

The New F ilms Gangling, Awkward Comedy Star of Movies, Radio and TV Was Quiet, Poised Woman in Private Life

COMEDIENNE JOAN DAVIS, 
who died Tuesday, starred in 
dozens of movies, held a million- 
dollar-a-year radio contract and 
smoothly made the transition to 


television in the highly success- 
ful series, “I Married Joan.” 


In the movies, the boisterous 
face-making actress grimaced 
her way to fame. On radio, her 
cracked voice was something 
you had to learn to like, like 
olives. On television each week 
she intrigued millions of fans by 
boxing herself into seemingly 
hopeless tangles only to extri- 
cate herself happily by the end 
of the program. 


But in private life, the 48-year- 
old actress was a poised, quiet- 
voiced woman, a devoted mother 
to an only daughter and the pos- 
sessor of one of the softest 
hearts in Hollywood. 

In the 1940’s when Joan was 
at the height of her radio fame, 
she was named ‘‘Queen of Com- 
edy” three years in a row in a 
poll of more than 600 radio edi- 
tors taken by Motion Picture 
Daily. Her “I Married Joan” 
television series was so popular 
that it is still being shown in 
reruns around the country, more 
than five years after the series 
was completed. 


Born on June 29, 1912, Madonna 
Josephine Davis was the daughter 
of a train dispatcher in St. Paul, 
Minn. Joan began singing, danc- 
ing and reciting for audiences in 
her home town when she was 
only 3 years old. 

At 7 she entered an amateur- 
night contest at a movie house 
and sang something about “‘Like 
the Sunbeams Need the Sun- 
shine, Like the Roses Need the 
Dew, Like a Baby Needs Its 
Mother, That's ‘How I Need 
You.” She laid an oversized egg 
and her father was the only per- 
son in the audience who ap- 
plauded. 


“The next day I started think- 


ing it over,” Joan explained. 
“If I couldn't be a good serious

singer or actress, maybe I could 
make people laugh. A few nights 
later there was another amateur- 
night show and I did a comedy 
song. I won first prize and from 
then on I was never . serious 
again.” 


With her father’s encourage- 
ment, Joan at 7 was appearing 
on the Pantages Circuit in a 14- 
minute act. Billed as the ‘‘Toy 
Comedienne,”’ she had a thriving 
career in vaudeville as a single. 
In later years her manager 
teamed her with Serenus (Si)

1. Six of hearts. Opening 
leads are usually not a cut and 
dried proposition. Selecting the 
best lead is a strong challenge 
to the defense and frequently 
has a tremendous effect on the 
outcome of the hand. 


The opening leader has but 
two factors to guide him in his 
choice: the bidding that has 
taken place, and the 13 cards 
he is looking at. Durifg the 
later play, when he has the ad- 
vantage of seeing dummy’s 
hand, he is in a better position 
to make telling decisions, but 
at the outset, the opening leader 
can sometimes do no more than 
take a shot in the dark. 


In this hand, the best chance 
éf defeating three no trump lies 


in the heart suit. There should 
be a willingness to lose the first 


trick to declarer in the hope 
that partner can take the lead 
before declarer runs nine tricks, 
and that he can then return a 
heart to defeat the contract. 


The king of hearts lead might 
easily prove fatal. If it turned 
out that partner had two hearts 
and the opponents’ hearts were 
divided 3-3, it would become im- 
possible to run the heart suit. 

2. Jack of hearts. Defense is 
a partnership project and not 
‘o: individual effort. It is not 
wise .for the opening leader to 
begin always with his own long 
suit. Many times, and especial- 
ly with weak hands, he tries to 
find partner’s long suit. The 
heart lead is an effort in that 
direction, and is a more prom- 
ising lead than the fourth best 
diamond. 

3. Six of diamonds. This has 
a greater chance of succeeding 
than a club fead. If partner has 
the ace or queen of diamonds, 
the suit is well on the way to 
establishment. Partner would 
probably require two club hon- 
ors, however, for the club lead

Her role as one of the three 
beautiful manicurists in ‘Sally, 
Irene and Mary” is a reminder 
that Joan, who was never 
thought of as a raving beauty. 
could have been a real glamour 
girl. Pictures of her taken in the 
late 30s when she was begin- 
ning her movie career reveal 
a remarkably beautiful young 
woman with a lyrical torso and 
the ability to wear furs and fash- 
ionable gowns with the best of 
the Hollywood stars. 


Joan was doing very. well 
indeed in films when in the

Illegal Stock Dealing on American Exchange 


Major SEC Inquiry Planned After Expulsion of Jerry and Gerard Re for Manipulating Market

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP). 

SOME OF THE MOST im. 
portant men in Wall Street held 
a meeting 17 months ago at the 
American Stock Exchange, close 
by Trinity churchyard in lowe: 
Manhattan. 

The conference represented a 
showdown between the exchange 
and two of its most prominent 
members, Jerry and Gerard Re 
(pronounced Ray). 

The Res, father and son. stood 
accused by their colleagues of 
flouting certain laws and reg- 
ulations designed to protect the 
nation’s 15,000,000 investors. 

The result—Jerry Re was 
barred from the exchange floor 
for just 30 days and Gerard was 
exonerated. 

The Res were arrested yesiter- 
day on federal charges of iliega! 
trafficking in securities. They are 
accused of conspiring to violate 
the Securities. Exchange Act of 
1934. The charge carries a maxi- 
mum penalty of five years in pri- 
son and $10,000 fine. 

Among those who viewed the 
expulsion of the Res from the 
exchange with concern were offi- 
cials of the SEC, which soon be- 
gan its own action against the 
Res with these recent results: 
> On April 29, SEC investi- 
gators accused the Res of illegal- 
ly selling nearly $10,000,000 in 
stocks of nine corporations be- 
tween 1954 and 1960, of rigging 
market prices on a wholesale 
basis, of operating an “‘under- 
ground business combine”’ rooted 
in deceit and bribery, of doing 
“many millions of dollars of 
harm to thousands of unsuspect- 
ing investors.”” The Res, accord- 
ing to their accusers, were guilty 
of the most flagrant market 
manipulation in the 26-year his- 
tory of the SEC. 
> On May 4, a lawyer for the 
Res told the commission that 
Jerry Re, 64, is a “truculent and 
arrogant old man” who could 
not be defended against the 
charges. However, the lawyer 
argued that 38-year-old Gerard 
tried to do the right thing, did 
not willfully vidlate the law and 
should be dealt with less se- 
verely. 


In less than minutes, the 
SEC gave its answer: Jerry 
and Gerard Re were guilty as 
charged and, as a conse- 
quence, were expelled at once 
from the American Exchange 
and barred from employment 
in any phase of the securities 
business. This was the maxi- 
mum penalty the commission 
could impose. 


> On May 15, the SEC an- 
nounced plans to investigate, be- 
hind closed doors, ‘‘the rules, 
policies, practices and proce- 
dures’ of the American Ex- 
change in regulating its mem- 
bers. 

Officials said this will be the 
biggest investigation of a stock 
market since Richard Whitney, 
five times president of the New 
York Stock Exchange, went to 
Sing Sing in 1938 for grand lar- 
ceny. Whitney was not president 
of the exchange at the time. 

The purpose of the inquiry is 
to determine whether new laws 
or regulations are needed to pro- 
tect the investing public. 

Edward T. McCormick, presi- 
dent of the American Exchange 
and a former SEC commissioner, 
says he welcomes the inquiry 
“because of the unwarranted in- 
ferences which have been made 
by some” as a result of the Re 


_ Case. 


The SEC wants to find out if 
these steps are indeed adequate. 
Its officials recall the showdown 
in December 1959. Here’s what 
happened at that time. 

The Business Conduct Commit- 
tee of the exchange concluded 
lengthy hearings on charges that 
the Res violated rules designed 
to prevent market operators 
from driving down stock prices 


by selling short. The committee 


recommended that the governors 
of the exchange find the Res 
guilty. 

Some top exchange officials 
agreed. These included McCor- 
mick and Joseph F. Reilly, then 
head of the Floor Transactions 
Committee and now chairman of 
the Board of Governors. 

The Res, at that time, were no 
strangers to trouble. In mid- 
1957 they had been hit with a 
federal injunction prohibiting 
them from making allegedly ille- 
gal stock sales. A year later the 
SEC had uncovered what it con- 
sidered evidence of still further 
violation but, as yet, had taken 
no direct action. 

The governors exonerated the 
Res. 

Paul Porzelt, general partner 
in Emanuel Deetien & Co., and 
then a governor, said he was dis- 


gusted. 

Porzelt testified: 

“This is the second time that 
a committee made a report to 
the Board of Governors and the 
Board of Governors turned down 
a committee. . . . It just left a 
bad taste in my mouth.” 

He said he was so disturbed 
he refused to seck a new term 
on the board.

After the governors’ decision 
the Res headed for the elevator 

Then Reilly, pointing at Jerry 
Re, said, ‘Hey, you! Come back 
here!” 


Reilly called his floor com.- 


mittee into immediate session, 
found Jerry Re guilty of a va- 
riety of technical violations and 
suspended him for 30 days. 

The Res still were almost out 
of it. Gerard was able-to carry 
on the business. 

Then the SEC stepped in—and 
it hasn't stepped out yet. 


One of the questions which 
SEC investigators will pre- 
sumably try to answer is 
whether the Res enlisted any 
fellow members of the Ameri- 
can Exchange as willing help- 
ers in their alleged massive 
market manipulations. 


SEC lawyers already have 
stated that some exchange mem- 
bers, wittingly or not, aided the 
Res by purchasing certain stocks 
at strategic times. Only one 
member has been named in this 
connection, however, and no ac- 
tion has been taken against him. 

Because the Res got away with 
so much for so long, the SEC 
proposes to find out full facts 
for itself. It is doubly concerned 
because the Res were no ordi- 
nary exchange members. They 
were stock specialists, operating 
at the very heart of the market. 


As specialists, the Res were 
responsible for maintaining fair 
and orderly trading in about 20 
stocks. They conducted the daily 
auctions in these securities. 

According to the SEC brief in 
the case, the two men got help 
from exchange floor traders— 
members who speculate for their 
own account. It said: 

“Floor traders could and did 
create the appearance of trading 
activity by ‘ganging up’ on a 
stock which the Res were dis- 
tributing.”’ 

Edward J. Garrett, vice presi- 
dent of the Loral Electronics 
Corp., gave the SEC testimony 
that financier Jennis M. Doro- 
shaw once told him, ‘“‘there 
were many other people on the 
floor’ working with Jerry Re in 
one alleged manipulation. Doro- 
shaw denied this. 


The reported manipulation oc- 
curred Oct. 25, 1954, and involved 
the common stock of Thompson- 
Starrett Co., Inc. The stock 
closed that day at a two-year 
high of $4.25 a share. Trading 
was unusually heavy at 42,400 
shares. 

“At least 34 per cent of that 
volume,”’ according to. the brief, 
can be traced to exchange 
members or their wives.’’ This 
document also stated that the 
closing sale at the $4.25 high 
was to a floor trader and that 
a number of exchange members 
made purchases at 12), cents a 
share below the day’s lowest re- 
corded price—a fact still un- 
explained.

The brief said the stocks which 
the Res sold illegally were ob 
tained from corporation officials 
who, it claimed, wanted to dis 
pose of large blocks without 
registering them with the SE‘, 
as normally required by law 
These officials usually were will- 
ing to sell in private deals at 
prices below those prevailing in 
the market, the brief added. 

Shares moved from corpora 
tion insiders to accounts in va 
rious names—accounts which the 
SEC contends were controlled 
and maintained for the benefit 
of the Res. Then they moved 
from these accounts to the floor 
of the exchange, where they 
were sold to the public at high 
prices, 

The SEC brief said well over 
1,000,000 shares traveled this 
route ‘“‘at a profit which must 
be of similar magnitude.” 

The losers, it said, were the 
many public investors ‘‘who had 
every reason to expect that the 
exchange market in which they 
dealt was honest and fair.”’ 

Investigators have turned up 
evidence that Jerry Re tried to 
manipulate brokerage recom 
mendations through bribery, one 
of the most shocking aspects of 
the case. 

Two brokerage employes, Har 
rison Parsons and Edward Rall- 
man, told SEC investigators that 
Jerry Re invited them to Junch 
in 1958 and offered a bribe. 


Parsons said Re offered “10 
cents a share under the table 
if he and Ballman would in- 
duce customers to buy about 
50,000 shares of I. Rokeach & 
Sons Inc., a kosher food manu- 
facturer now operating as Fx- 
quisite Form Brassiere.

MOLNER: About two years ago my husband 
was told by his doctor that he had a heart condition and he 
was given digitalis. 

He took his medicing daily for about a year and since, 

we in his words, he didn’t 
feel better, he decided to 
go to another doctor who 
told him he had absolutely 
no heart condition and 
that he should discontinue 
the digitalis, which he did. 
I note now that the least 
exertion on his part, even 
taking a few bags of gro- 
ceries out of the car (I 
carry them into the house 
as he can’t always make 
it), leaves him completely 
exhausted. 

DR. MOLNER Sometimes he will go 
out to the porch to get the paper and on returning have to 
lean against the furniture until he can get his breath. 

He is a chain smoker, although he smokes less now than 
he did a year ago. He has terrific coughing spells but he 
blames them on his sinus condition—never his heart or nis 
smoking. 

I have asked him to have another examination but he 
refuses. Whether he is afraid, I cannot say. I have been 
under the impression that shortness of breath could mean a 
heart condition, and that also this cough is something mean- 
ingful, not just sinus condition. I thank you for any advice.

MILLIONS OF PERSONS 
move up and down each day on 
moving stairways. One stairway 
of this kind may take 5000 per- 
sons up or down in one hour. 
Moving stairways perform ex- 
cellent service in many stores 
and some railway stations. They 
also help passengers of elevated 
and subway lines. 

Q. When were moving stair- 
ways demonstrated for the first 
time? 

A. The first public test seems 
to have been made at the Paris 
Exposition at the start of the 
present century. The moving 
stairways were purchased for a 
Philadelphia department store, 
where they were installed and 
used the next year, just 60 years 
ago. 

Q. Is a moving stairway the 
same as an escalator? 

A. The word “escalator” Is 
used to describe moving stair- 
ways, also moving treads.

IF YOUR HOUSE has not been 
bothered by termites and you'd 
just as soon keep things this 
way, there are steps that can 
be taken which will help prevent 
termite attack. 

Termites are attracted to wood 
in direct contact with the soil. 
Even a scrap of old lumber or 
dead tree stump buried in the 
back yard can bring them onto 
your property so the first rule 
is to get rid of old wood in and 
around the grounds. 

Termites will also attack per- 
fectly sound wood that is in con- 
tact with the soil and the best 
way to avoid trouble here is to 
make sure that woodwork of the 
house is at least 18 inches from 
the ground. Wood posts and 
piers should be replaced with 
masonry units. 

If it’s absolutely necessary for 
some woodwork to be near the 
ground, use only lumber that has 
been pressure treated with a 
wood preservative before it is 
installed. Paint and ordinary 
stains will not protect wood from 
termites but a good preservative 
will make it unappetizing -to 
them. 

Keep the soil near the house 
from becoming and remaining 
damp. Termites like to build 
their nest in damp soil and if

“Using the greatest supply of 
the adrenalin my body may ever 
be called on to produce, I pulled 
free. Later I found that my foot 
had been scraped and bruised, 
but all the toes were intact.”

Termites can't eat through ma- 
sonry but they can get through 
cracks that sometimes appear in 
foundation and basement walls. 
Keep masonry foundations in 
good repair and inspect them a 
few times each year to see if 
there are any of those little 
earthen tubes that termites build 
to reach woodwork from their 
nest in the ground. 

Termites have been known to 
use foundation shrubs to reach 
the house woodwork so keep 
trees, shrubs and bushes at least 
18 inches away from the house 
structure.
